OF TRUSTEES 


Grand Avenue Improvement Will Start 
About the 15th of This Month- 
United Railroads Notified 


All the members of the City Board 
of Trustees were present at last Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting. 

There was a large attendance of 
citizens. 

A communication was received from 
Engineer C. E. Moore, accompanied 
with maps and profiles for a sewer 
system for this city. 

Accepted and filed. 

Estimates were received for building 
a two-plank sidewalk from the South¬ 
ern Pacific railroad crossing along 
Swift Avenue to the Fuller & Company 
paint works, as follows: 

Chas. Johnson—Sidewalk, out of 
2x12 pine, and 4x4 redwood, for $752. 

J. L. Wood—2x12 pine and 3x4 red¬ 
wood, $462.04. 

It is expected the factories the side¬ 
walk will lead to will pay part of the 
expense, and the board instructed 
Clerk Smith to communicate with 
them and get their offers in writing. 

Further consideration of the bids 
was laid over until next meeting. 

A communication was received from 
Jos. H. Nash, clerk of the San Mateo 
County Board of Supervisors, giving 
an account of the official proceedings 
of that body when it made the various 
tax levies for this fiscal year. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Edwards, the 
communication was accepted and 
placed on file. 

The street committee was authorized 
to make repairs on two bridges on San 
Bruno road, south of the railroad 
crossitig over that thoroughfare. 

Edward Gyles, a representative of 
the Barber Asphalt Pavement Com¬ 
pany, appeared before the board and 
advocated that the city use his com¬ 
pany’s pavement when it improves 
Grand Avenue. He said that while 
his company’s macadam asphalt pave¬ 
ment would cost approximately about 
15 cents a square foot, it would last 
many years longer than an ordinary 
macadam road which would cost less. 
He described how the macadam asphalt 
pavement was made. 

Mr. Gyles was informed by the board 
that while it thought his company’s 
pavement was very good, it could not 
contract for that character of pavement 
at this time on account of lack of 
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funds. The contemplated improve¬ 
ment on Grand Avenue was only tem¬ 
porary. Eater when the city is better 
off financially it would take up per¬ 
manent street improvements. 

Mr. Gyles thanked the board for per¬ 
mitting him to address it, and hoped 
that the city authorities would enter 
into a contract with his company to 
do street work at some future date. 

Several claims against the city were 
given a first reading and referred to 
the finance committee.

the railroad tracks and charge the ex¬ 
pense to the company.

James L. Flood, Timothy Hopkins, 
Senator Charles Felton, Perry Eyre, 
E. W. Hopkins, W. H. Taylor, S. E. 
Slade, Beach Thomspon, J. B. Coryell, 
George M. Wilcox, J. A. Folger, J. 
Leroy Nickel and J. A. Hooper, all 
residents of Menlo Park and members 
of the Menlo Country Club, appeared 
before the San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors in Redwood City Monday 
to aid the authorities of the Stanford 
University in making Menlo Park a 
dry town. 

The directorate of the Menlo Club 
had made the announcement that the 
organization has several hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to expend for a new club 
house, swimming tank and links, but 
that no improvements will be made 
until all neighboring saloons are 
closed. 

The county fathers delayed action 
for two weeks. In the meantime the 
Menlo barrooms will continue in oper- 
tion. 

The recent Legislature, at the solici¬ 
tation of President Jordan of the Stan¬ 
ford University, enacted a measure 
which makes the territory within a 
mile and a half radius of a college 
campus, where reside more than 500 
students, dry. The Menlo saloon in¬ 
terests claim that their places of busi¬ 
ness are not within the temperance 
zone, while the college officials declare 
otherwise. 

The immediate cause for the appear¬ 
ance of so many Menlo Park residents 
at Monday’s meeting was an applica¬ 
tion presented by A. J. Carleton for a 
license to conduct a saloon at that 
place. 

Several protestants addressed the 
board on the subject asking that the 
license be denied and called attention 
to the act of the Legislature preventing 
it. 

Attorney Geo. C. Ross represented 
the protestants, but Carleton’s attorney 
was not present. 

Chairman P. H. McEvoy stated that 
Carleton should be given a hearing, 
and upon motion of Supervisor Francis, 
seconded by Supervisor Blackburn, 
the matter was continued two weeks 
to October18lh. 

Otto Berlinger of San Bruno peti¬ 
tioned for permission to change the 
location of his saloon, and Dan Mc¬ 
Sweeney asked permission to transfer 
a saloon license from the Valley Hotel 
at Visitacion to a location near Hill- 
crest. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Black¬ 
burn, seconded by Supervisor Francis, 
action on both requests was postponed 
for two weeks. 

The following petition signed by 
over 500 of the county’s citizens, was 
read by the clerk: 

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors 

of the County of San Mateo, State of 

California. 

Gentlemen:—We, the undersigned, 
each of us being a freeholder and 
elector of the County of San Mateo, 
State of California, do hereby respect¬ 
fully petition that the matter of issu¬ 
ing bonds of the County of San Mateo, 
State of California, for highway pur¬ 
poses be submitted to the electors of 
the said 'County of San Mateo, pur-! 
suant to the provisions of an Act of 1 
the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of California, entitled, 

“An Act providing for the laying 
out, construction, straightening, im¬ 
provement and repair of main public j 
highways in any county, providing for 


the voting, issuing and selling of 
county bonds, and the acceptance of 
donations to pay for such work and 
improvements, providing for a high¬ 
way commission to have charge of such 
work and improvements, and autho¬ 
rizing cities and towns to improve the 
portions of such highways within their 
corporate limits and to issue and sell 
bonds therefor.” (Approved March 
19, 1907). 

Ami that for that purpose your 
Honorable Body appoint a Highway 
Commission for the said County of 
Han Mateo, who shall perform the 
duties in said Act specified. 

Douglas H. Watson stated to the 
board that the signatures to the peti¬ 
tion had been secured by himself, 
Mr. L. H. Newbert and a man em¬ 
ployed by him. He personally had 
obtained 375 of the names. Mr. Wat¬ 
son said that the plan to improve the 
county’s roads had its inception at a 
meeting of the Peninsula Promotion 
League held in Redwood City in May. 
He favored the building of roads 
through the county on both sides of 
the mountains, with connecting roads 
crossing the mountains. The wealthy 
taxpayers, Mr. Watson said, were in 
favor of the movement apd would 
spend from $10,000 to $15,000 to carry 
the election. 

There was some reference to the fact 
that the law permitted a roadbed of 
but 16 feet to which Mr. Watson 
replied that the roads of Germany, 
France and Italy, which are said to be 
the finest in the world, were not more 
than that width and sufficient to 
accommodate the large travel of those 
countries. 

Dudley Hales, a Han Francisco at¬ 
torney, spoke in favor of the petition, 
stating that the board could best ap¬ 
peal to the voters by appointing a 
good committee, adapted to the duties 
required of them, and one that would 
work in harmony with the supervisors. 

W. J. Martin said that the petition 
was the beginning of a movement to 
do something for the development of 
Han Mateo County. It was the desire 
of those who were responsible for the 
petition that the gentlemen who are to 
constitute the commission be practical 
men who will goover the entire county 
and ascertain the needs of each road 
district, giving each equal attention 
and working for the good of all. Mr. 
Martin suggested as members of the 
commission I). Brumfield, W. B. 
Lawrence, Joe I). Grant, Perry Eyre, 
and Timothy Hopkins. 

Joseph Debenedetti suggested that

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Light and Heavy Hauling promptly 
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Hotels, Residences, Etc., at rea¬ 
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candescent electric lamps, with a total 
of nearly 2,000,000 candle power, will 
be used in the illumination. 

Courts of honor, colonnades and big 
displays hung high in the air will form 
the principal features of the decora¬ 
tions and illuminations. They will ex¬ 
tend over three miles of streets. Mar¬ 
ket street for more than one mile will 
be spanned by loops of electric lights 
stretching from building to building 
every twenty-five feet. 

Snow White Colonnade. 

At ftie foot of Market street, in front 
of the ferry building, will be erected 
a colonnade of 'Spanish architecture, 
consisting of twenty columns, each 
twenty-eight feet in height. The col¬ 
umns will be three and a half feet 
square at the top. The cornices will 
be decorated with egg and dart mold¬ 
ings. On each side of the columns will 
placed the letter “P,” made of stuc¬ 
co and five feet in height. A five foot 
Spanish flag will float between each 
column, and on the pinnacles will be 
placed four five-foot carnival flags and 
a six foot flag of the United States. 
The entire colonnade will be snow 
white. Radiating from the ferry tow¬ 
er to the top of each column will be 
loops of incandescent lamps. Between 
each column other loops of lights will 
be strung, forming an electric circle 
120 feet In diameter. On the cornice 
of each column will be placed seven¬ 
teen electric lamps of sixteen candle 
pow r er each. Fifteen hundred lamps 
will be used in the colonnade alone. 

By day the city will be an entranc¬ 
ing bower of beauty. Thousands of 
miles of bunting will be used in drap¬ 
ing buildings, and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Portola pennants and banners 
will flutter in the breeze. 

Huge Bell of Electric Lights. 

At the junction of Market, Kearny 
and Third streets will be erected what 
probably will be the largest piece of 
electrical display ever exhibited, in the 
form of a huge bell, 120 feet in diam¬ 
eter. to be suspended by large steel 
cables 125 feet in the air. Hundreds 
of lamps will be used in the construc¬ 
tion of this bell. At the top of the 
bell twenty eight-foot carnival flags 
and an immense United States flag 
will form a circle. From this circle 
loops of red, white and blue lights 
will extend to the lips of the bell. A 
few minutes before midnight all of the 
lights within a radius of five blocks 
of Third and Market streets will be 
extinguished, and only those in the 
immense bell will burn. Along the 
steel cables men in fantastic garments 
glowing with electric lights will walk 
and perform acrobatic feats. 

Loops of incandescent lamps at forty 
foot intervals will be strung across 
many streets, and arches and loops of 
flags will also decorate them. A bril¬ 
liant pyrotechnic display will be given 
in Union square during the evenings 
of Tortola week. These displays will 
commence about 11 o’clock in the even¬ 
ing and will continue until after mid¬ 
night. 

A 3j)0 mile road race for automobiles 
over the beautiful boulevards of Ala¬ 
meda county will be one of the fea¬ 
tures of the festival. The race will 
be the biggest affair of its kind ever 
held in the west and will be on a par 
with the famous Vanderbilt cup races. 

The athletic committee arranging the 
elaborate program of sport to be'cou- 
ducted during the Portola festival is 
leaving no stone unturned in an effort 
to make the carnival of sports unusual 
in the history of athletics in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Boxing, wrestling, swimming, 
rowing, association football, Rugby, 
tennis and golf will be included in the 
series of events announced for that 
week. 

A flight of an aeroplane across the 
Golden Gate is one of the attractions 
for the Portola festival. While the 
distance is not great, ranging from 
three to seven miles, according to the 
course chosen, it would give every one 
a chance to see the flight from start 
to finish. 

The flight of aeroplanes is but one of 
the many novel features for the Porto¬ 
la festival. Balls and entertainments 
of all kinds will be provided to de¬ 
light and charm the visitor. 

The much disputed pronunciation of 
Portola has been settled. Don Gaspar 
de Portola, first governor of Califor¬ 
nia, wrote his signature with an ac¬ 
cent mark on the last syllable—thus, | 
Porto-la. This is shown by a photo 
engraving of an authentic signature of 
the doughty old Spaniard in “The 
March of Portola,’’ a book which has 
been compiled and written by Zoeth 
S. Eldredge and E. J. Molera. The 
original document showing the signa¬ 
ture of Don Gaspar de Portola is in 
the possession of Molera w It was re¬ 
ceived by him from Puebla, Mexico, 
where Portola was governor after leav¬ 
ing California. The narrative of Por- 
tola’s overland march to San Francis¬ 
co has been drawn principally from 
the diary of Father Crespi, who was 
one of the party.

Harry Whitney’s Peculiar Escape Prom 
Death on an Arizona Ranch. 

Harry Whitney of New Haven, hunt¬ 
er of big game, who was, according 
to Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the first 
white person to hear from the lips of 
that explorer the story of his discov¬ 
ery of the north pole, has had a 
most interesting career. The world 
has been the theater of his exploits, 
and the arctic regions were about the 
last section of the globe left for him 
to visit when he joined the Peary 
party. 

Whitney is a perfect specimen of 
the clubman sportsman. He is the 
elder of the two sons of Stephen 
Whitney and was left much property 
by the late Bradish Johnson of New 
York city.

manufacturing business. He spent 
three years in the factories of a com¬ 
pany in Ansonia, Conn., and then de¬ 
cided that he did not like the steady 
confinement of the work. Conceiving 
the Idea of managing an Australian 
sheep ranch, he made careful prepara¬ 
tions for the venture and sailed from 
New York city for Australia, where 
he purchased a ranch.

PAGEANT IN ILLINOIS, 


Events In Settling the Middle West to 
Be Depicted at Evanston. 

Society women in Evanston. Ill., are 
busy preparing a historical pageant 
which is to last three days on the 
campus of the Northwestern univer¬ 
sity and is planned to depict many of 
the most interesting events in the set¬ 
tlement of the middle west. Evanston 
is the chief suburb of Chicago and has 
one of the largest and most prosperous 
women’s clubs in the United States. 

Mrs. Henry J. Patten and Mrs. C. 
G. Little have charge of the pageant 
plans. They have enrolled more than 
500 women and girls and are enlisting 
the same number of men and boys. 
Women in colonial and pioneer cos¬ 
tumes will represeut the thirteen orig¬ 
inal states. There will be old time 
prairie schooners and an attack by 
Indians upon pioneers headed west 
with their wives and children. An 
Indian village will be a feature, and 
it is the hope of the women to have 
every detail historically correct.

When an arrangement for the man- 
ag^ment of the late Edward E. Harri- 
mafi ' estate has been completed Miss 
Mary Harriman, the dead railroad 
magnate’s eldest unmarried child, will 
become the greatest woman farmer In 
the United States, if not in the world. 
She now 7 virtually has control of Ar¬ 
den farm, consisting of 26,000 acres. 

Close by Arden, N. Y., her father 
quietly acquired before his death other 
tracts amounting to 19,000 acres. The 
exact locations of these tracts is not 
now publicly known, as title to them 
passed in the name of a corporation 
with which Mr. Harriman was not 
known to have been connected. For 
reasons of their own members of the 
family do not care at this time to re¬ 
veal the holdings. This information, 
however, will necessarly be made pub¬ 
lic with the appraisal of the estate. 

There are now under actual cultiva¬ 
tion at Arden approximately 3,000 
acres. The bulk of the huge farm is 
waste land. Most of this, or about 
12,000 acres, will be donated by Mrs. 
Harriman, as was the wish of her hus¬ 
band, to the state of New York for a 
great public park. 

Park Lands Heavily Wooded. 

These acres are heavily wooded and 
contain several lakes of marked nat¬ 
ural beauty. This will leave Miss 
Mary Harriman at Arden alone a farm 
of 14,000 acres to care for. Altogether 
she will have supervision of a farm of 
33,000 acres. 

Already she has taken hold of the 
task with characteristic Harriman en¬ 
ergy and skill. She is directing per¬ 
sonally the unfinished work of road¬ 
making. the terracing of hills, land¬ 
scape gardening, etc., just as had been 
planned by herself and father jointly.

ITS USE BY THE CHINESE. 


This Wonderful People Knew of the 

Magnetic Needle Long Before the 

Christian Era—The Claims of dioia, 

the Pilot, and the Credit Due Him. 

Much interest must forever attach to 
the discovery of that valuable instru¬ 
ment the mariner's compass, and yet 
there are few subjects concerning 
which less is known. For a period the 
honor of the invention was ascribed to 
Gioia, a pilot, born at I’asitano, a 
small village situated near Amalfl, 
about the end of the thirteenth cen¬ 
tury. His claims, however, have been 
disputed. 

Much learning and labor have been 
bestowed upon the subject of the dis¬ 
covery. It has been maintained by one 
class that even the Phoenicians were 
the inventors, by another that the 
Greeks and Romans had a knowledge 
9f it. Such notions, however, have 
been completely refuted. 

One passage, nevertheless, of a re¬ 
markable character occurs in the works 
of Cardinal de Vitty, bishop of Ptole- 
mais, in Syria. lie went to Palestine 
during the fourth crusade, about the 
year 1204. He returned afterward to 
Europe and subsequently back to the 
Holy Land, where he wrote his work 
entitled “Historia Orientalis,” as near¬ 
ly as can be determined, between the 
years 1215 and 1220. In chapter 91 
of that work he has this singular pas¬ 
sage: 

“The iron needle, after contact with 
the loadstone, constantly turns to the 
north star, which, at the axis of the 
firmament, remains immovable while 
the others revolve, and hence it is es¬ 
sentially necessary to those navigat¬ 
ing on the ocean." 

These words are as explicit as they 
are extraordinary. They state a fact 
and announce a use. The thing, there¬ 
fore, which essentially constitutes the 
compass must have been known long 
before the birth of Gioia. In addition 
to this fact, there is another equally 
fatal to his claim as the original dis¬ 
coverer. 

It is now settled beyond a doubt 
that the Chinese were acquainted with 
the compass long before the Europe¬ 
ans. It is certain that there are allu¬ 
sions to the magnetic needle in the 
traditionary period of Chinese history, 
about 2,000 years before Christ, and a 
still more credible account of it is 
found in the reign of Chiugwang of the 
Chow dynasty, before Christ 1114. 

All this, however, may be granted 
without in the least impairing the just 
claims of Gioia to the gratitude of man¬ 
kind. The truth appears to be that 
the position of Gioia in relation to the 
compass was precisely that of Watt in 
relation to the steam engine—the ele¬ 
ment existed; he augmented its utility. 

The compass used by the mariners 
in the Mediterranean during the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries was 
a very uncertain and unsatisfactory 
apparatus. It consisted only of a mag¬ 
netic needle floating in a vase or basin 
by means of two straws on a bit of 
cork supporting It on the surface of 
the water. 

The compass used by the Arabians 
in the thirteenth ceutury was an iiy 
strument of exactly the same descrip¬ 
tion. Now, the inconvenience and in¬ 
efficiency of such an apparatus are ob¬ 
vious. The agitation of the ocean and 
the tossing of the vessel might render 
it useless in a moment. 

But Gioia placed the magnetized 
needle on a pivot, which permits it to 
turn to all sides with facility. After¬ 
ward It was attached to a card divided 
into thirty-two points, called rose de 
vents, and then the box containing it 
was suspended hi such a manner that, 
however the vessel might be tossed, 
it would always remain horizontal.— 
Electrical Engineer. r 

California’s First Cotton Crop. 

Two hundred Mexicans arrived at 
Los Angeles the other day to begin 
picking the first cotton crop ever raised 
in California. The present crop cov¬ 
ers about 1,500 acres, and those who 
have been following the experiment 
predict that cotton will become one 
of the most important products of the 
Imperial valley. A cotton gin has been 
installed at El Centro, and all of the 
crop picked this year will be handled 
there. It is said that the profits to the 
growers this season w T ill be from $50 
to $75 an acre.

Great Fight to Be Reproduced. 

A reproduction of the Custer massa¬ 
cre is to be given by state troops of 
Pierre, S. D„ in the first week of Oc¬ 
tober. The troops have obtained per¬ 
mission from the governor to take part 
in the play and will be “killed and 
scalped” each day by genuine Sioux 
Indians, some of whom took part in 
the battle which wiped out Custer and 
his men on the Little Big Horn more 
than thirty years ago. The Indian 
bureau authorities at Washington have 
given consent to the use of Iron Light¬ 
ning and his men for the purpose of 
this reproduction, and more than 100 
Indians In all their war toggery will 
be under his command. This is the 
first time an attempt has been made 
to put on a reproduction of the last 
great fight between the whites and 
the reds.

The Daughters of the American Rev¬ 
olution have taken steps to mark the 
old Santa Fe trail with a permanent 
memorial. Miss Elizabeth Gentry of 
Kansas City has the work in hand, and 
the present plan is to put up mile¬ 
stones along the trail through several 
western states. .lust now Miss Gentry 
is preparing a petition to the Kansas 
legislature to appropriate money to put 
up milestones through that state. Club¬ 
women are assisting her in gathering 
names, and many members of the leg¬ 
islature have expressed themselves In 
favor of the plan.
